Washington, Junuary 27.—Prine- 
pa. corporations engaged in the manu- 


facture and distribution of radio 
equipment and the rendering of radio 
service were charged in a_ federal 
trade commission complaint issued to- 
day with creating and maintaining a 
monopoly in radio apparatus and com- 
munication. 

The complaint named 
Corporation of America, General 
Kiectric, American ‘Telephone and 
Telegraph, Westinghouse, Western 
Electric, International Radio, United 
Fruit and Wireless Specialty, who are 
to make answer within 30 days to 
the further charge of “violating the 
Jaw against unfair competition in 
trede to the prejudice of the public.’ 

The complaint charges the corpora- 
tions formed a monopoly by acquiring 
ali the patents controlling manufac- 
ture of radio apparatus and merged 
these into the Racio corporation; fur- 
ther. by agreements and cross-licenses. 
tLe interests concerned marked out 
the field of manufacture and distri- 
bution in which each was to engage, 
and laid plans Scr maintaining their 
acvantage in the future, after expira- 
tion of existing patents, by pooling 
improvement rights. 


The whole piocess, the complaint 
said, was in restraint of competition 
aud involved distribution, manufac- 
turing and sales rights under some 
2 000 different patents, and the split- 
ting up of the Radio corporation stock 
between the weneral Electric, West- 
inghouse, American Telephone and 
Telegraph and the United’ Fruit 
company.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D.

“Is there,” asks a clergyman, “such 
a condition as worms in children? 
Mrs. Ben Told is everlastingly talking 
about it in connection with my young 
son. I have enjoyed your disserta- 
tions about ‘colds.’ Although an ab- 
solutely untrained layman from the 
medical standpoint, my observation 
seems to agree with your teachings. 
One often finds half clothed children 
escape colds while well wrapped chil- 
dren are always ailing. But. . . 
[ had a friend who was loading hay 
last winter. It was very cold, about 
zero. He got very warm, took off 
his coat, then his hat, later his vest. 
Presently a neighbor came along and 
stopped to talk with him. My triend 
stopped and talked without resuming 
his clothing. Five days later he died 
of pneumonia. If I sit with my head 
in a draft I get a headache. Am | to 
understand that the germs of pneu- 
monia or coryza, or whatever it is, 
are lurking around and that the sud- 
den chill causes them to develop? I 
know this is going to sevund like the 
babblings of a donkey to you. But 
you must remember we who have 
been brought up to believe in colds 
have an awful job to throw off our 
childhood’s beliefs, even though 
science points out their error.’ 

The answer to the question about 
children having worms  is—surest 
thing. Approximately one in every 
fonr children harbors worms in the 
intestine: as a general rule these com- 
mon parasites cause no appreciable 
disturbance of health. It is very un- 
fair to an ailing child, to say the 
least, to deny the child proper medi- 
eal attention while you amuse yourself 
and the neighbors with the worm 
myth.

All of the 
real worm remedies, the vermifuges, 
are a little risky to trifle with and 
should be administered only under 
the direction of the physician. Pois- 
oning has occurred in many instances 
when incompetent persons have given 
ailing children such medicines, conyul- 
sions, blindness, even death. 

Children become infested with these 
parasites, not from eating too much 
candy, sugar or sweets, but by in- 
gesting the eggs of the worms, which 
reach their mouths by various routes 
from the ground or water polluted by 
the intestinal excretions of other per- 
sons who harbor the worms. Or they 
reinfect themselves by carrying the 
eggs on their soiled fingers directly 
to their mouths.
